READER. 


N this ſad declenſion of Religion, the- 
_Seers, who are appointed to be the 
Watchmen of theChurch,cannot out ob-- 

ſerve that theSupplanters & Underminer; 
are gone out and are digging down the foun-- 
dations;, and having de(troy'd all publick_ 
forms of Eccleſiaſtical-Government, dif 
countenanc*dan excellent Liturgie,taken: 
the hinges of Unity,diſgracd the Articles 
of Religzon,polluted ppblick Aſſembliesta= 
ken away all cognizanceof Sch:\m,by ming- 
ling all Sefts, and giving Counterarrce to 
that againſt which all porter ought to ſl and - 
upon their guard: Theres now ;.cthins lift 
but that we take care that men be Chriſti- 
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ans: For concerning the Ornament and ad- 
vantagesof Religion, we cannot make that 
proviſion we deſire ;, Incertis de ſalute de 
gloriaminimecertandum. For ſince they 
who have ſeen Jerulalem in proſperity,and 
have forootten the order of « Morning & 
Evening Sacrifice, and the beauty of the 
Temple will be tempted to neglett ſo excel- 
lent a miniſtration, and their aſſemblins 
themſelves together for peace,and holyOffi- 
ces, and be content with any thing that ts 
brought to them, though it be but the husks 
and acorns of Prodioals and Swine,ſo they 
may enjoy their Lands and their Money 
with it ; we muſt now take care that the 
young men,who were born in the Captivity, 
may be taught how to Worſhip the God of 
Iſrael after the manner of their fore-fa- 
thers, till it ſhall pleaſe God that Religion 
ſhall return into the Land,and dwell ſafe- 
ly, and grow proſperouſly. 


But never did the excellencyrf Eniſcopal 
Government appear ſo demonſt ratively and 
conſpicuouſly as now. Under their condutt 


and order we had a Church ſo united, ſo 


orderly, fo goverid, a Religion fo ſetled, 


Articles ſo true, ſufficient, & confeſsd,Ca- 
wons ſo prudent and ſo ohey\d, Devotions 


ſo 
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' fo regular and conſtant, Sacraments ſo a- 


dornd and miniſtred, Churches ſo beaute- 
ous and religious, Circumſtances of Reli- 
gion ſo grave and prudent, ſo uſeful and 
*apt for edification, that the enemies of our 
Church, who ſerve the Pope in all things, 
and Jeſus Chriſt in ſome,, who dare tranſ- 
greſs an Inſtitution and Ordinance of 
Chriſt, but dare not break a Canon of the 
Pope, did deſpair of prevailing againſt 
Us and Truth, and knew no hopes but by 
ſetting their faces againſt 4 to deſtroy this 
Government , and then they knew they 
ſhould triumph without any enemy : ſo Ba- 
laam the Sou of Bolor was ſent for, to 
curſe the People of the Lord, in hope that 
the Son of Zippor might prevail againſt 
them that had long proſpered under the 
Conduit of Moſes and Aaron. 


But now inſtead of this excellency of Con- 
dition andConſtitution of Religion,the peo- 
ple are fallen under the Harrows and Saws 
of impertinent & ignorant Preachers,who 
think all Religion is a S&-mon, and all Ser- 
mons ought to be Libels againſt Truth and + 
old Governors,and expound Chapters that 
the meaning may never be underſtood, and 
pray,that they may be thought able to talk, 


but 
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but not to hold their peace,they caſting not 
toobtain any thing butealth axd Vittory, 
Power and Plunder : and the People have 
reaped the fruits apt to grow upon ſuch 
Crab-ſtocks ;, they grow idle and falſe,hy- 
pocrires and careleſs, they deny themſelves 
nothing that is pleaſant,they deſpiſe Reli- 
gion, Row Government, and ſome never 
thinkof Heaven,and they that do,think to 
£0 thither in ſuch paths which all the ages 
of the Church did give men warning of, 
leſt they ſhould that way go to the Devil. 


But when men have try'd all that they 
cant ts tobe ſuppoſed they willreturntothe 
excellency and advantages of the Chriſtian 
Religion, as it 1s taught by the Church of 
England ; for by deſtroying it,no end can 
be ſerwd but of Sin and Folly, Faftion and 
Death eternal. For beſides that noChurch 
that is enemy to this, does worſhip Godin 
that truth of propoſitions, in that unblame- 
able and pious Liturgie, and in preaching 
the neceſſities of holy life, ſo much as the 
Church of En une does ;, beſides this (I 
ſay) it cannot y pop by anyGover- 


nour that underſtands his own Intereſt,un-

then prefers his ſecret Opinion before his
